Loudon, Sept. 18th 
The British Association concluded its 
meetings yesterday at Aberdeen, and 
I have just returned to London to learn 
of a severe crisis in the silver market, 
the price of bar-silver having fallen to 
471 pence, or 22 per cent below par. 
The Tims of to-day says it is a fall of 
27 per cent, but this is incorrect, par 
being 60 pence per oz. or 15£ for 1 oz. 
of gold. Should the U. States Govern¬ 
ment he compelled to pay its bondhold¬ 
ers in silver the loss to them will be 
very great, and it is hardly to be sup¬ 
posed that the New York banks can 
go on indefinitely lending the Treasury 
or taking it in exchange for silver. It 
is quite clear that Congress must stop 
the Bland silver coinage, and let silver 
stand on its own merits ; then wo may 
see a further decline to 46 pence or 
possibly less. People who do not care 
to study the question say that this will 


Americans would not permit Bismarck 
to take it, so it would become a re¬ 
public. Spain would come out of tho 
war without tho Bourbon monarchy 
and shorn of her colonies ; just as 
France got rid of Napoleon III and of 
two provinces together. 

The Royal Commission on Depres¬ 
sion of Trade is seeding out circulars

Your worthy predecessor, during his 
long residence in our midst, won the 
regard and esteem of all who had oc¬ 
casion to meet him. As for yourself, 
your honourable record is a guarantee 
of the success of your mission.

The trees planted in the 
Boulevards, though small, are literally 
bursting with foliage and form a con¬ 
trast to the severely straight lines of 
the side-walks and ^roadways. Ike 
tram cars are crammed every fine Sun¬ 
day with people bent on enjoying them¬ 
selves on the race course and in the 
Park or inspecting the Canals, which 
are progressing with marvellous rapi¬ 
dity. Many hundred private houses 
have been finished since I wrote you 
last,and each week sees the commence'- 
ment of numerous others,and still the 
demand is greater than the supply and 
the great cry is for houses varying from 
60 to 80 nacionales per month. 

The storm of last week has in no 
way interfered with the comfort of the 
inhabitants ; on the cont) ary the rain 
has well scoured the streets and washed 
the dust from the trees so that the 
whole city and surrounding country 
look clean, neat and green. In addi¬ 
tion, on all sides, there seems an air of 
business activity which is remarkable 
in so youthful a Town. Several of the 
Public Buildings have advanced slowly 
it is true but, still, considering the 
heavy cloud of “Curso Forzosa” hang¬ 
ing over the country and the Presiden¬ 
tial Election looming in the distance it 
astonishing that any progress what¬ 
ever has been made. If any of your 
unbelieving town contributors or camp 
subscribers care co pay La Plata a 
visit I shall he very happy to put them 
in the way of viewing the whole place, 
and will sketch out a programme 
whereby they can see everything there 
to bo seen in the shortest possible 
space of time. 

1 believe I am correct in stating that 
ono of the two canals will he opened 
on 19th November next from Ensenada 
to the rear of the Park for coasting 
craft only. If fiu° 011 that date a 
splendid opportunity occurs for paying 
this much maligned undertaking a 
visit.

The one hundred and tenth, St. 
Leger suggests reflections : not of the 
tendency, however, of those that have 
been made by some brilliantly original 
writer as to the origin of tho name.

French word leger, and that it signi¬ 
fies light weight, will, we fear, hardly 
go down in Yorkshire, the county of 
sporting history and tradition par excel¬ 
lence.

In the parade, after 
leaving the paddock, Melton came first,

At the second attempt 
the ten runners were despatched to a 
level start; but directly the flag dropped 
Wastdale swervod, tried to bolt down 
the course, and then bolted in the op¬ 
posite direction. Melton had mean¬ 
time rushed to the front, and was 
followed by Swillington, St. Helena, 
Dunbridge, Lonely, Isobar, and Ducat. 

As soon as they had settled down Dun¬ 
bridge went on with the work, having 
Farewell, St. Helena, Swillington, Lo¬ 
nely, Ducat, and Isobar n6xt, in the 
order given. At the foot of the hill 
Swillington again broke a bloodvessel, 
and took no further part in tho race. 
Ascending the hill, Dunbridge increa¬ 
sed his lead, while St. Helona dropped 
from second to fourth, and by the time 
the horsos reappeared Farewell and 
Lonely were second and third, nearly 
six lenghts in fi’ont of Ducat and St 
Helena, while Melton and Isobar wore 
in the rear. Approaching tho Rifle 
Butts, Farewell gained on Dunbridge 
and headed him between there and the 
Bod Houso, where tho previously strag 
gling field took closer order. Five fur 
longs from homo Farewell dropped 
back, and Melton and Isobar, who had 
gradually been working through their 
homes, were now in tho middle divi¬ 
sion, the leaders being Lonely and St. 
Helena, who came round the bond wide, 
iu order to avoid the fresh laid ground 
by the rail. This circumstance Archer 
turnod to his own account, as catching 
hold of tho favourite’s head, ho made 
a rush for the inside berth. The 
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M. Lockroy, Victor Hugo’s son-in- 
law, calls the attention of the electors 
to tho poet, that the reason why so 
many deputies were mixed up with 
shady financial speculations, was due 
to the temptations they were exposed 
to, as the consequence of having only 
their family, apart from the numerous 
demands upon that salary, for local 
charities, exhibitions and electoral lia¬ 
bilities.

There was no case of a de 
puty, when the tempter approached 
handing him over to the attentions 
the public prosecutor, as M. Michelin 
the young and poor President of the 
Municipal Council, has just done, with 
tho clique that sent him a written pro 
mise of 300,000 fr. as a biibe, if he 
would secure the Council’s voting the 
completion of the Boulevard Huussman 
“ Retro Satanas ’. ” 

The theatrical season has re-opened 
The Odeon has brought out ‘ Vauces 
las,’ a five act tragedy by Rotrou. The 
work does not belong to the category 
of first class; if not the first letter, 
however, it is in the first line, The 
play is, in many respects, remarkable. 

Its author, horn at Droux, in Norman¬ 
dy in 1609, died in 1650. He may be 
considered the father of the French 
drama. He was Corneille’s master and 
then became his disciple and admirer. 
Rotrou wrote 30 comedies and tragedies, 
before he was 21 years of ago ; he had 
an extraordinary facility for composi¬ 
tion. It was then the custom for each 
ambulatoiy troupe to keep a poet to 
compose plays, as the public required 
the bills renewed certainly once a week 
as at Berlin to-day. It was tho epoch 
when the French Thespis, ‘ at country 
wakes sang ballads from a cart.’ Hardy 
supplied one company with six new 
pieces per month ; Corneille was ac¬ 
cused of selling his works, but Rotrou 
charged with being a ‘ salaried 
poet,’ he always wrote in verse, and his 
plays had five acts. Mile. Beauprc 
then boasted, she had pieces that cost 
only three crowns, and which had a 
run of ‘ positively only one night.’ Mo- 
licre borrowed largely from Rotrou 
Pope, however, says, “ most authors 
steal their work.” Moliere. when he 
ran away from home, acted in one of 
Rotrou’s plays, to be near his inamo 
rata, the pretty actress, Madeleine 
Bejard. Rotrou was Chief Magistrate 
of Dreux when the plague broke 
in that town; he quit Paris to 4 answer 
for the safety of the citizens confided to 
him.’ He wrote a letter to a friend 
“ the bell is tolling the death of the 
22nd citizen all died to-day.” The 
23rd was himself. 

Yanceslas is a Polish king who is 
obliged to condemn his son to death 
for murder. This smacks of Brutus, 
who with the cool ferocity of fanatacism) 
and ambition, sacrifices both his sons, 
and saves his own political reputation 
and the Republic. Yanceslas is chief 
judge and king. The victim is the 
younger brother of the king’s son, and 
both rivals for the hand of a duchess. 
The king abdicates; the people elect as 
his successor, Ladislas his son, to whom 
he says: Be King Ladislas, and I 
shall be father.”

Messrs Armstrong and Sullivan, of 
Austrian and Mexican nationalities re¬ 
spectively, and employed as sailors on 
board the Italian barque Palmira, at 
present in the Riachuelo, had a quar¬ 
rel the other day. Sullivan fired with 
patriotic enthusiasm would not allow 
his ‘ companero ’ to insult his beloved 
Mexico and invited him to go on shore 
and measure their strength. They both 
went ashore, but Armstrong would not 
condescend to fight, and applied at the 
Sub. Prefectura for assistance, stating 
that bis life bad been threatened by 
Sullivan. So far the story runs smoothly 
enough. The next morning the Cap¬ 
tain of the Palmira was surprised to 
see 4 Sub-Prefectura men and an offi¬ 
cers board his vessel. On inquiring 
what bad lead them to thus intrude, 
they informed him that they wanted a 
certain Sullivan. The Captain very 
properly refused to give up the man 
without a warrant from the Italian 
Consul, whereupon the men politely 
withdrew. This, however, was not to 
be the end of the affair, for later on 
five other men and an official with a 
studiedly martial aspect from the Sub- 
Prefectura, boarded the vessel and 
summarily demanded Sullivan. The 
Captain gave them the same polite 
answer, but the official and his men 
waxed angry, drew their swords, and 
with great * dignidad ’ informed the 
astonished Captain that the man must 
be immediately given up. The Captain 
then hoisted the Italian colors and 
warned them that their arbitrary con¬ 
duct would be severely punished when 
made known. Seeing, however, that 
the official sacrificed all prudence and 
good manners to his irrepressible ‘dig¬ 
nidad, ’ the Captain, rather than create 
a row, gave up the man. The Italian 
Consul was duly informed of the affair 
and sent his report to the Italian Mi¬ 
nister, Com. Cova, who has taken the 
necessary steps to disculpate the Cap¬ 
tain, who had been fined heavily for 
hoisting the Italian colors in R. Plate 
waters (!) and fo obtain the punishment 
of the Sub. Prefectura men for their 
cavalier conduct. 

A New York paper gives the follow¬ 
ing personal description of Mr Steven¬ 
son, President of the American Bar 
Association. (To prevent misappre¬ 
hension, we may as well state that it 
is the legal Bar, not the ‘smiling’ 
cocktail and ginsling Bar that is refer¬ 
red to) :—“He dresses like a plain 
country gentleman and wore last even¬ 
ing a high, yellow-brown cassimere 
bat of a fashion of certainly twenty- 
five years ago.

The gold premium rose with fresh vigor to¬ 
day, and quotations advanced so rapidly that 
the market fell back into the stand-from- 
under feeling of the beginning of the week. 
Affairs looked so hard this morning and the 
speculation was so violent that outsiders were 
frightened and a panicky feeling seized 
timid operators. The bulls arc masters of 
the field and sway the market for cash. 

Speculators for a fall continue selling heavily 
for the end of November, but their largo sales 
fail to affect the market to any groat extent. 
The keynote of tho speculation is the scarcity 
of gold and the reluctance with which opera¬ 
tors let go for the end of the month. 

Operations in gold for cash embraced 133,ooo 
dollars; the market opened at 46$, advanced 
gradually to 47-70, and closed with u woaker 
feeling at 47 o/o. Over $loo,ooo were sold 
for Saturday f rom 46.80 to 47$. Operations 
for the end of the mouth amounted to 376,ooo 
dollars; operations opened at 45$, rose 
gradually to 47, and closed with sellers at 
46J. Speculation for the end of November 
ruled brisk ; $325,ooo were sold at 44 to 45. 
A small amount for December was quoted at 
44 and 44$. Operations during official hours 
amounted" to nearly a million dollars. The 
market opened firm as a rock, advanced ra¬ 
pidly, but closed with a slight bearish reac¬ 
tion. 

The exchange market continues very firm, 
but at a complete stand-still, owing to absence 
of takers. Owing to the scarcity of specie, 
takers in paper are becoming more numerous. 
Gold exchange rates arc quoted at 46| to 47d. 
Discounts in paper are now quoted at 6$ to 7 
per cent; the market yesterday was much 
tighter than usual, as the Banks were not 
liberal. The Provincial and National Banks 
continue the restriction. 

The new Series of Cedulas, lately mentioned 
as imminent in tho market, will be issued 
under letter H We shall live to see the 
Series Z launched on the market. 

Four hundred arrobas of new wool were sold 
in the Once this morning at reserved price, 
supposed to be 95 % per @. There are five 
parcels on exhibition, unsold. Some small 
lots of bad qualities were sold at 60 %. Three 
months ago Rio Negro wools were sold in the 
South M rket at 70% per @—a price that is 
at present being paid for fair qualities of the 
new clip. 

The Oedula market looked slightly firmer 
to-day for F and E, and a little weaker for 
Series G. Operations embraced a few thousand 
Series E at 81, 21,ooo F at 80i for cash, an^ 
lo,ooo F for the 30th at 80 }. Over 5o,ooo G 
were sold cash at 85^ -$, and 2o,ooo for the 
30th at 86. Nothing was reported in National 
Bank stock. 

Importers state that the market is very 
dull, as a rule, and that business is shrink¬ 
ing very rapidly. Prices, however, are not 
shrinking, as .'•everal articles are selling 100 
per cent higher than last year. Parisian 
articles of “vertu” have gone to the skies. 
Milliners’ charges are simplj preposterous. 
An esteemed subscriber informs us that ladies’ 
hats, that cost last year 20 m/n (a little straw 
with a few flowers), are now selling at $40 
nacionales. 

The loan bill, it is expected, will go before 
the Deputies to-morrow. Some parties opine 
that some preliminary matters will be settled 
in tho negotiation between the Government 
and the Syndicate, before the bill is passed 
in the Deputies. 

The new Cedulas H will be issued in La 
Plata only, and the amount is not expected 
to exceed from two to three million dollars. 
It is simply a loan to enable the employees of 
La Plata to build comfortable dwellings, and 
the bonds are guaranteed by their properties 
and a } of their salaries. 

A meeting of the shareholders of the un¬ 
fortunate Belgrano Tramway has been sum¬ 
moned for the 18th inst., to discuss the pro¬ 
posal of selling the line to Mr. Bowen. The 
claims of the State banks amount to 
$588,136 m/n, plus interests duo since 1879. 
If the manager of the line fails to pay the 
credits due to the State Bank in a term of 
three days, the Tramway bag and.baggage will 
be told at auction, by order of the Judge. 

There is a hushed whisper in the market 
that a storm is brewing on the other side of 
the water. This is improbable, as the neigh¬ 
bouring Government has the power and the 
will to nip in the bud any attempt at sedi¬ 
tion. 

The returns of the Western Railway for 
last month amounted to $27o,578, m/n or 
$92,ooo m/n more than same month last year. 

The yield of the Cunapiru gold mines for 
the first six months of tho year was 50k. 394 
gold ; this result compares favorably with the 
total working and yield of the three previous 
years together. 

The steamer Beam has left the Mediter¬ 
ranean with lloo passengers and emigrants for 
the Plate. 

Tho Kosmos s.s. Theben will leave on Sun¬ 
day for the Falkland Islands and the West 
Coast. Bishop Sterling will leave in her for 
Port Stanley. 

Advices from Europe announce the death 
of Mr Luis Loggarey, a well known almace - 
nero of this market. 

The exchange market in the Mount shews 
a slight tendency to rise. Rates are quoted 
at 50jjd and 5.31 frs, bank paper. The rate 
on Buenos Aires fluctuates between | and \ 
per cent.

He is 
quite himself again, after a severe prostration, 
brought on by anxiety and care, and occasion¬ 
ed by the very serious illness of one of his 
children, now quite out of danger. 

The Neva will probably take a small re¬ 
mittance of gold coin. But for the recent 
Bpurt in exchange rates a heavy shipment 
would take place to-morrow. 

The gold market ruled dull during after- 
hours. Affairs were stationary and the 
premium closed at tho morning’s last rates, 
sellers. 

The Azul wool sold in the South Plaza this 
morning stands at 4 frs. per kilo washed, 
more or less.

The funebrious appearance of the South 
Market vanished this morning as fifty or sixty 
wool buyers stood around a large pile of flue, 
light Azul wool, closely examining the staple 
and admiring its quality. The popular “ eon- 
signatario” could see, in his mind’s eye, our 
German frieud sitting on top of the pile, fiddle 
in band, whilst the sixty wool buyers whirled 
round the woollen pyramid in fantastic dance. 
The pile, consisting of about eight hundred 
arrobes, was sold for $9S m e per arrobe. This 
time last year, the pile would have fetched 
that price with paper at par, say 30 o/o higher 
than at present. The whole market was talk¬ 
ing of the sale, and all agreed that it is the 
finest parcel sent in up to the present. Affairs 
in both markets are brightening up, and next 
week we may look forward to active opera¬ 
tions in both Plazas. The “ artistas” of the 
Niger will put in an appearance at the markets 
on the morning of the 18th, and their pre¬ 
sence will put fresh life into everything, if 
gold keeps up near 50 o/o premium.

We take the following from the London 
Economist of the 19th ult. :— 

“ Our New York correspondent calls atten¬ 
tion to the fact that the silver controversy in 
the United States appears to be about to enter 
upon a new phase. The report is that the op¬ 
ponents of the compulsory coinage of silver, 
being doubtful of their ability to secure tho 
repeal of the Bland Act during the ensuing 
Session of Congress, are disposed to agree to 
a compromise that lias been proposed by Mr. 
Warner, the recognised leader ©f the silver 
party. What are the exact terms of the com¬ 
promise is not yet known. Indeed, they do 
not appear to have yet been moulded into de¬ 
finite shape, and it is only as to the general 
scope of the proposed agreement that informa¬ 
tion is forthcoming. Broadly, what is pro¬ 
posed is, that the U. States Government shall 
receive silver at its value in gold as ascertain¬ 
ed by the Secretary of the Treasury on the 
first day of each month, and issue certificates 
therefor, these certificates to be legal tender to 
and from the Government, except where coin 
payments are specifically provided, but not 
legal tender between private parties. In fixing 
the price at which silver is to be received, the 
Secretary of the Treasury is to have regard 
not only to the value of the metal in America 
but also to its value in the London market, 
and as soon as this arrangement for the re¬ 
ceipt of silver comes into effect the compulsory 
coinage of the metal is to cease. ”
